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Civil Rights Issue 
Is Being Complicated 


One certain result of the presidential election will 
be a struggle between President Trum an and the 
S>i.:hem Dem ocrats—regulars as well as Dixiecrats 
over civil rights. 
Many Southerners who oppose 
pc I taxes, deplore racial segregation and abhor lynch­ 
ing will tight any attem pt to use Federal power to 
enforce civil rights in the South. 
These Southerners will be lucky if the problem 
lf no: com plicated by United Nations intervention in 
the United States. 
T hat is a likely prospect under 
the -o-calied “International Bill of Rights." now being 
worked out by a UN commission in Paris. 
The aim of this declaration is to “guarantee" the 
basic hum an rights of all Individuals, everywhere The 
docum ent will include 28 articles, of which 12 have 
already been approved. 
If the G eneral Assembly 
endorses it. the “bill of rights" will be subm itted to 
the United States, and if Congress approves, the 
docum ent will become the law of this land. 
Tile 
commission now talks only of “moral enforcement.*’ 
but m any delegatee hope to write a treaty of enforce­ 
m ent next year which would apply sanctions against 
any country violating the declaration. 
Much of the tim e at Paris has been used up by 
Russian delegate Pavlov, in violent attacks on racial 
discrim ination in the United States and the British 
com monwealth. 
Nevertheless, he has approved most 
of the clauses adopted so far. 
Tills is regarded as 
en encouraging sign in some quarters. 
Why should it be? 
Russia Is now violating m ost 
of the 12 basic hum an rights already approved. 
No- 
bx!y ran suppose that the Kremlin will ever grant all 
P u s tans “ freedom before the law,” or protection 
against "arbitrary Interference with privacy, home 
and fam ily," or “freedom of m ovem ent” inside an d 
©.;*. ride the state. 
Iii fact, the whole idea of a bill 
of rights w .thin the shadow of the Iron C urtain is 
ar. absurdity. 
Why, then, does Russia approve this docum ent? 
Obviously, because it gives her a propaganda weapon 
against sections of the United States and an instru- 
ir n! for endless trouble-m aking. 
Russia could ask 
nothing better than an international treaty th a t would 
force the Federal Governm ent of the United States to 
Intervene in ’ocal affairs wherever Com m unist agents 
cared to m ake charges. 
The United States assuredly has a problem of 
e!vil rights, which it m ust solve in its own way. 
We 
cannot imagine an American Senate ratifying a treaty 
th a t would empower any international body to interior 
in American domestic affairs. 
Incidentally, the UN 
commission now w riting the “international bill of 
rights,” a difficult legal task if there ever was one. 
Includes just three representatives of the English- 
speaking nations—Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, chairm an, 
an A ustralian m ilitary m an and a British trades union 
official. 


The Palestine Issue 
And The Security Council 


While the United Nations Security Council still 
anxiously debates the Palestine problem, the war in 
th e Holy Land is actually being won by Israel, thanks 
to m ilitary force. 
The American chief of staff to the American 
acting m ediator is said to have advised the Arab states 
to make pf ace now. since Israel controls the situation. 
V, he:her or not Brig. Gen. Riley actually m ade th a t 
statem ent, he m ight well have done so, 
There are 
reports of peace ta!k> in the offing between Israel 
and one or more of the Arab states. 
In view of these hard facts, all the talk in the 
Council about turning the broken truce into a formal 
arm istice has an air of unreality. 
Under the UN 
C harter, it is obligated to keep the peace. 
But it 
has no power to enforce peace. 
In a case like Pales­ 
tine. with its atten d an t political conflicts, the Council 
lacks an effective will for peace. 
Some of its m em ­ 
bers believe that the cause of Jewish independence is 
hence, they do not vigorously oppose the use of 
force to m ake good th at cause. 
The great power conflicts over the Palestine problem 
are deep and far-reaching. 
These have led to bitter- 
ne.'5. not between Russia and the W estern democracies 
but within the W estern camp. 
For reasons largely of 
.''reign pc.icy. B ritain has favored UN truce orders 
and even collective sanctions to stop a war which 
Israel has been winning 
For reasons largely of 
domestic politics, the United States has winked at 
truce violations by either side and opposed sanctions 
against anybody. 
Our policy has been complicated 
by conflict- behind the scenes between President T ra- 
d his Secretary of State. 
But in the main, 
ain supports tile Arabs and the United States 
>rv tile Jew 
W hat happened to tile UN Security Council in 
diplomatic free-for-all? 
Tile Council loses pren­ 
tice and Is handicapped in dealing with any future 
conflict. 
It Is now in the em barrassing p o rtion of 
b* inc forced to recognize a result won by m ilitary 
force, while continuing to denounce the use of force 
in international disputes. 
The situation Is one to make the gods laugh out 
loud, but for ordinary hum an beings it Is not funny.

Rheum atic lever is one ol Hie 
principle causes ol leakage of the 
heart. For this reason, the malady 
is considered .ser­ 
ious even though 
the victim is not 
always left with 
cardiac 
trouble. 
H ie m ajority of 
s u f f e r e r s a r r 
children but dur- 
mg the last war 
the 
disease 
was 
prevalent 
among 
our .service men 
iv . van I'rllrn and women. 
Rheum atic fever is usually pre­ 
ceded by a streptococcal infection of 
the throat and tonsils. occurring 
from IO to 15 days before the joints 
become untam ed, swollen, and pain­ 
ful. Tile individual feels tired, lases 
appetite, and occasionally becomes 
conscious of a pulse irregularity. Not 
even- one who develops a strep 
throat develops the disease; only 
those who arc susceptible become 
victims. Heredity enters the picture 
and m any authorities believe th at 
sensitivity to the illness is passed 
from one genera non to another. 
Chinnxc and meteorological factors 
also play a part because the ailm ent 
is more prevalent in ceria rn seasons 
and localities. 


At tile present tune, most of the 
research in 
rheum atic lever has 
been aimed toward prevention of 
the disease. 
T his is 
im portant 
not only to the potential candidate 
but to persons previously afflicted. 
One of the bad features of the 
malady is that it tends to recur 
from tune to time. and with each 
bout, the pumping organ may re­ 
ceive additional damage. 
Recurrences are less likely to be 
noted among individuals receiving 
an adequate diet, especially foods 
high in vitam ins and proteins. On 
the other hand, the disease a t­ 
tacks rich and poor including those 
who eat sensibly. 
Preventive vac­ 
cines have also been tried but in 
general have not proved success­ 
ful. 
One of the latest <NY5> ap­ 
pears to be more helpful but more 
time is needed for proper evalua­ 
tion of tile product. 
A nother plan 
is to prescribe salicylates whenever 
a streptococcal infection attacks an 
individual who has had rheum atic 
fever. 
The drug Is adm inistered 
as soon as the throat becomes sore 
and is continued daily tor three 
weeks. 


A better method is to try to avoid 
strep infections entirely by steering 
clear of vie tipis of respiratory dis­ 
turbances and staying away from 
crowded places particularly during 
the seasons when colds abound. Ul­ 
traviolet 
lights 
and 
germicidal 
vapors have been utilized in bar­ 
racks and hospital wards to reduce 
the incidence of airborne infec­ 
tions. 
In addition, oil has been 
applied to blankets and floors to 
hold down bacteria laden dust. 
Tile prophylactic use of peni­ 
cillin and tile sulfa compounds lias 
been found useful. 
Small am ounts 
of these prepara tions 
are 
given 
after the patient 
recovers 
from 
rheum atic fever and the regimen Is 
continued indefinitely to ward off 
future attacks. 
In one series rn 
which sulfa was employed, recur­ 
rences were observed in only 2 3 
per cent as compared with 13.9 lier 
cent in those who did not receive 
the drug. 
Should all th< 
cautions fail, 
it 
is 
advisable 
to 
move to an area where the disease 
is less prevalent.

F. G. writes: Four of my fingers 
are affected w ith Hebe rd en’s nodes, 
which I developed about six m onths 
ago. 
Two of the fingers a ir badly 
swollen. 
Would you advise in­ 
jections to reduce swelling and pre­ 
vent spread to other fingers? 
Reply 
Injections will not prevent tile 
lesions from attacking other fingers. 
Now and then, fluid accum ulates 
in these knobs, causing them to 
become as large as grapes. When 
this occurs, operation or “needling” 
may be needed.

Called Turn On Presidential 


Election Outcome During 1947

last year, wrong this year—Why? 
A. L. Sayre of Newark. N. J., sends 
in a clipping of a dispatch w ritten 
by this correspondent on Nov. 7, 
1947, predicting that President T ru­ 
m an would be elected in 194a no 
m atter

I huh ma t«*d and that the Democratic 
Party would win control ol both 
Houses of Congress in the same 
election. On November I la.' 
tnis 
writer made an opposite predation. 
Curiously enough some of 
the 
same economic factors outlund ui 
the 1947 dispatch have been cited 
during the last two weeks by m any 
!>ersons in both parties to explain 
the outcome of the recent election. 
Inasm uch as these very economic 
trends have a vital bearing on what 
lies ahead in national politics, it ta 
interesting to examine the .ext of 
th at dispatch written immediately 
after November. 1947, election in 
several states where governorship 
and m ayoralty contests showed a 
trend to the Democratic Party. It 
reads as follows: 
“Irrespective of the outcome of 
last Tuesday’s elections, there is no 
secret about the way m any neutral 
observers feel about the chances 
of a Republican victory In the 1948 
presidential election. 
“This 
writer happens to be a 
registered Democrat, voting in the 
state of Virginia, but believes him ­ 
self nevertheless to be one af ine.se 
neutral observers when it comes to 
making appraisals of the national 
scene. 
Saw Republicans Outmaneuvered 
“The chances are less than ’veil 
th at the Republicans will win iii 
1948 no m atter who the Republicans 
select as their candidate. This is 
because they have allowed tnem - 
selves to be completely outm an­ 
euvered 
bv 
the 
Democrats since 
Januery. 1947. when the Republi­ 
cans assumed control of Congress. 
“Although the Republicans do not 
h a v e control of the executive branch 
of the government or am* of the 
executive boards or agencies, the 
impression 
ha.x 
been 
skillfully 
spread by the Democrats th at vvh'-n 
the Republicans got control of Con­ 
gress thev became responsible for 
national policies. 
“Also the Republicans have made 
a flop of the investigating process 
which 
the 
Democrats 
used 
so 
shrewdly and effectively when they 
were a m inority party and later 
when, in 
1933. they became the 
m ajority party. 
“The 
m ain 
reason, 
however. 
why 
the 
Republicans 
have 
lost 
ground es related to the rise in the 
cost of living. Although the Re­ 
publicans fought for the removal 
of OPA controls, Mr. Trum an by 
his first veto and the hullabaloo 
created thereafter m anaged to win 
the debate. Later when he took 
action removing all controls 
much 
of it coming immediately atter the 
clr' ttom 
he put the Republican 
on the defensive. 
“The Republicans will be beaten 
bv the cost-of-living issue prim aril J 
They may. of course, in the coming 
session succeed in impress!* c the 
country that the Adm inistration is 
largely to blame, but they haven t 
done so yet. 
“If Mr. Tillm an wins the eieccion, 
lf seems th at both Houses of Con­ 
gress will go Democratic, too. and 
the period of Republican control 
of the legislative branch will thus 
be brought to an early end. 
“The Republicans lack leadershir 
of the aggressive kind that vins 
elections. Too m any of the Pcpobii- 


cans are engaged, directly o.* in ­ 
directly. 
in 
presidential 
Dearies. 
W hen men are seeking to ru s h e r 
their own ambitions, they are not 
too much concerned with the w d - 
fare of their party. They comp to 
believe th at after the nom in;* ton 
is disposed of. there is pion tv of 
time to campaign. 
“Experience in recent years how­ 
ever, indicates that campaigns are 
won or lost m any m onths before 
a national convention. Impre*rior.s 
become 
deep-seated 
long 
before 
election day. In many instances the 
impressions thus created are not 
erased by the argum ent of campaign 
debate. 
Economic Condition A Factor 
“There is another factor of pum a 
im portance—the economic condition 
of the voters at election time. W ith 
the inflation boom now in progress 
likely to continue with the aid of 
the 
M arshall 
Plan 
billions, 
fhe 
voters will be receiving high pay 
all through 1948 and employment 
will be at high levels. This may be 
phony prosperity in a sober, econo­ 
mic sense, but it will be accepted 
by 
m any voters 
as 
satisfactory, 
They will look upon a change in ad­ 
m inistration with misgivings. Usual­ 
ly the desire for change comes when 
there is discontent and unemploy­ 
ment. 
“The question of what constitutes 
discontent m er well bring differ­ 
ences of opinion. The middle class 
particularly is feeling the pinch of 
inflation and naturally a protest 
will be expressed at the polis But. 
as m atters stand today, the pro­ 
test will be leveled at the Republi­ 
cans rather than th** D em ocrat. 
“It will be asked w hether tha con­ 
test m ight turn out differently if 
the Republicans nom inate Eisen- 
hower or M acArthur. The debate 
on w hether a m an trained in mili­ 
tary life can make a success in 
political life would begin the 
lay 
after the nom inating convent’on. 
M anv Republican voters will prefer 
another 
term for 
Mr. 
Trum an 
rather than any m ilitary rn in. So 
would most people who und^r-tand 
the American political system. 
“The theory th a t a m ilitary m an’s 
popularity and reputation is enough 
to defeat an incumbent President 
at fhe height of a wave of pro^* ri*y 
is not 
politically sound. 
All 
the 
indicators of the past are thai no 
m atter who the candidate is it is 
difficult 
to dislodge a candidate 
for the presidency if his party has 
been in power when economic con­ 
ditions are favorable” 
Tile above view as to the decisive 
factors involved w*as held by this 
correspondent throughout rh? 1948 
campaign, but at its conclusion this 
w riter was convinced th at the 'pro­ 
test” vote in the cities against the 
cast of living would be cast against 
the 
Administration. The vote 
in 
m any pivotal cities did **ho« a be­ 
eline 
in 
Democratic strength 
as 
compared with the Roosevelt vote in 
1944 But the Republican vote usual­ 
ly predom inate in the farm ar'as 
showed, on the other hand, a sur­ 
prising decline 
Surface appearances such a 
th# 
privately expressed view' of political 
m anagers on both sides and the 
trend of public-opinion polls—accu­ 
rate in the past—caused a m istaken 
and 
regretable deviation bv this 
writer from the lessons of political 
logic expressed in previous analyses. 
Failure to appraise correcriv the 
farm vote and its fear of a change 
in adm inistration was the princ.pal 
cause of error.
